If we may believe the account 
given by the French, who write her Life, the was not 
only Chas and Virtuous, but wonderfully devour, after 
heir wav, her Piety having a large fhare of Entbu/i- 
afm miogled with it and to this we Attribute all the 
firange things fhe did, being her felf fo fully perfwa- 
ce} that God feot her to Deliver her Countrey, that 
‘tis poflible enough fhe might really fancy the taw all 
thofe Saints and Vifioas and Revelations fhe pretended 
to, the Truth of which fhe affirm’d to her Death, and 
which gave her fo great Credit among the Vulgar, that 
they not only thought her invincible, but all others who

injw. To the firft Query -- Whether the current 
account of Don Carlos his Life, which we have in French 
aid Lnelifh be to be reckon’'d a Novel or true History, 
we aniwer that ‘tis, we are apt to believe, made up of 
bors —A great part of it is certainly matter of Fad, at- 
telied not by M. Varillies Invifible Memoires, but for the 
moft pare by good and approv’d Authors, and Publick 
P)inty, andthat of luch Perfonsas have fec their Names 
to what they have Wriuen, or if he makes ule of one 
or two Manuleripts, he plainly direéts both to them, 
and cheir Authours. — As will appear more diftinétly 
in ow reply to the other Queftions. — But then as for 
tome ot the Garniture of the Story, and perhaps much 

t the Turn of ir, we tuppefe the Author wou'd fcarce 
be upon his Oath, for ‘cwou'd be very hard to make 
One that writes a Love-flory make Aflitant ot any {mile 
or fich from end to end on’t. Now to the’ particular 


Oucitions — did he really Love his AMfother-in law ? The 
Compiler of his Lite rells us, “ That all Hiltorians of 
“the tame Age, who mention, that unfortunate Prince,

—- chat a Marriage was propos'd between Don Carlos 
aud that Princefs while his Fathers former Wife, Mary 
‘Queen of England, was vet alive, but he forgets here 
to appeal particularly co any Authors, which he feidom 
negle@s in the Procefs of the Story, tho’ this is mace 
up by an Auchentick account of a Letter found a- 
nioog his Papers, writ to ‘him by the Queen with the 
greateft renderneis imaginable. As for a defign immedi- 
ately again his Father, it appears not that he had any, 
bur that he really did maintain a corre/pondence in Flan- 
ders with Count Egmont, and Horn, and the reft of the 
Noblemen there, to put himfelf at their Head, and defend 
‘em again{t the Tyranny of Alva, there's little doubs to 


be made; few Hiftorians of ‘chat Time, of whatfoever 
Nation, but taking notice of it, and chis ‘twas in al! 
Probability which coft him his 2-fe: Tho’ haftened by 
the hatred of che Inquifition, who fear'd he taclin'd co 
the Proteftant Religion.

Veins open’d, he bled to Death. 


Queft. 3. What Credit are we 10 give to the Stories of the 
Emperor Charles the Fifths dying 4 Protestant, which is 
afjerted by fome Writers ? 

An{w- There is, we are fure, a great deal more pro 
bability in that than in onr King Charles che Firft, his 
being inclin’d to Popery. Nor are tle Paflages on 
which fuch Judement may be grouned, a few general 
complemental Expreffions in a Leaer, detign'’d perhaps 
to deceive a Decereer, but things of fuch a Nature as 
imply Thought, Deliberation, and a serled temper of Mind, 
and that in the /aefi, aud weighueft Ads of that Great 
Emperors Life: For his Will, 1s certain, was, in the 
Popifh Language notorioully Heretical, having nothing 
left in it fo much as for one Poor Ma/s to pray for 
his Soul, he having taken the fureff way himtelf, and done 
that before he was Dead. — But yet more, the feizin 
fuch great and famous Perfons, as Father Cacalla, his 
Chaplain, and Bifhop Pontius, his Conteflor, and even 
of the Arck-bifhop of Toledo, the Imguifitors forming a 
Proce/s againft ‘em, and ordering ‘em all to be burat 
together with this Heretical Will, che accomplifhing this 
Sentence fo tar as to burn Poor Cucalla alive, and Pon- 
tius his dying, in Prifon, where ’tis no doube but he 
had the help ot a Porson, all theie things too notori- 
ous to be deny d, are unaniweable Aiguments, chat 
there was tame ground for this Difcourte; co which 
if we add thole Nores, which were tound under chat 
Emperors own hand io his Clolet, relating to Fudlef- 
cation by Faith and other Proteflant Tenenis, ics trom 
the whole very probable chat he really dy'd a good 
Protestant, or at jeaft very well iaclin’d to our Relli- 
gion.

As for our Brother Quarles, We think he had 
certainly a very good Mind co anfwer the difficulty, 
becaufe he overfhoots ic, for according to bis Poetica] 
way ot reckoning, it muft have been four Nigbts, and 
fix Days, not three Days and three. Nights, unlefs he’) 
double the Nights, and leave the Days fingle, But he’}}

give Grotius leave to be a better Diviae than he, how- 
ever be might difpute Poerry with him, aad that Great 
Man gives this clear and handiome Solutzon of it. That 
the Jews, not having by the Idiom of their Language 
the liberty ot compounding words, were oftea forced to 
make ule of 4 peripbrafis or Circumtocution, in which the 
Hellenifts follow’d ‘em, (as “tis notorious in inaumera- 
ble of their phrafes on other occaficns.) Now tnat 
which the Hebrews call the Evemnz and te Murning, 
the Greeks turn by uy SW ueeg?, (of whic. he gives te- 
veral Inftances, chat word fignitying a Day and a Night, 
or a Natural Day, confiltiag of twenty tour hours: ) 
Now to make this good (of his having beea three Mights 


as well as three days in the Heart of tne Earth ) its fut- 


ficient that he was bury’d in fuch 2 Time as the parts of 
it did belong to thole three ywuxSruege, or Natural 
Days: For where the Law of Mojes expreffes the num- 
ber of days, as in Circumcifion, its usual among the In- 
terpreters of it to reckon even one halj bour lor a Day, 
becaufe, as they fay, (and as Hammond too Oblerves ) a 
legal Day is not computed from Time to Time. Thus 
Ether is {aid to have kept a Fa/t chree Gays, and chree 
nighes, and yet inthe chicd day fhe went into che King ; 
fo thar the tafted properly but rwo N gitsand one mele 
Day, which comes up full to che Cale in hand ; way Fo- 
Fonw himieit was in ali probability no longer in the 
Whales Belly, for on the third day he might be vo- 
mired up, and yet the Night tollowing, Or vatner the 
Nighe of che firft day reckon’d in to make up the num- 
ber compleat, as Grotius has a!ready oblerv'’d according 
to the Cuftom of that Natiou.
